ural”;  which  are  washable;  which 
must  be  dry-cleaned.  And,  if  like 
most  of  us,  she’s  budget  conscious, 
she  knows  that  automatic  home 
laundering  is  less  expensive  than 
dry-cleaning,  as  well  as  more  effec¬ 
tive  for  those  fabrics  not  injured 
by  soap  and  water. 

Th  ree  factors  are  essential  in  the 
washing  of  clothes:  washing  action, 
water  and  a  cleansing  agent. 

There  are  two  types  of  washing 
action,  either  of  which  will  wash 
clothes  clean  when  combined  prop¬ 
erly  with  the  other  two  essentials. 

The  first  type,  or  vertical  washer 
is  loaded  through  the  top.  Inside 
at  the  center  is  a  moving  part  or 
agitator  which  forces  clothes 
through  the  whirling  water  to  re¬ 
move  the  soil.  The  number  of  gal¬ 
lons  of  cleansing  solution  ( water 
plus  soap  or  detergent)  is  about 
twice  the  weight  of  the  clothes. 

The  second  type,  the  horizontal 
or  cylinder  washer  is  in  effect  a 
vertical  washer  tipped  sideways. 
The  tub  is  provided  with  a  cylinder 
whose  continuous  revolutions  keep 
the  cleansing  solution  moving.  Pro¬ 
jections  from  the  side  of  the  cyl¬ 
inder  lift  the  clothes  and  drop  them 
through  the  suds.  In  effect  this 
method  duplicates  hand  washing 
where  clothes  are  lifted  from  the 
water,  squeezed,  and  released  in  a 
continuous  cycle.  The  number  of 
gallons  of  washing  solution  needed 


also  means  that  it  is  rarely  pure 
and  almost  always  has  minerals 
dissolved  in  it.  High  mineral  con¬ 
tent  makes  water  “hard”.  In  this 
case  it  is  best  to  add  chemical 
softener  to  your  cleansing  solution 
to  protect  your  clothes. 


Water  temperature  is  also  im¬ 
portant  in  cleansing.  Hot  water  of

about  14.5°  gets  clothes  the  clean¬ 
est,  but  some  fabrics  cannot  take 
this  heat,  and  water  from  95°-100° 
will  cleanse  them  adequately. 

The  third  essential  of  washing  is 
soap  or  detergent  to  lessen  the  re¬ 
sistance  between  soil  and  water. 
The  amount  to  be  used  depends  on 
the  amount  and  type  of  soil  in  the 
clothes;  the  amount,  hardness,  and 
temperature  of  the  water  used.
